ack in 1950 when the election 
B campaign of that year was under 
way, the following paragraph ap- 
peared in the editorial columns of this 
magazine: “It is lamentable in these 
troubled times that the nation does not 
have the leadership that inspires confi- 
dence in its reliability, its high-minded- 
ness and its competence. That lack is one 
more burden, superimposed upon the rest, 
to make the years ahead call for patience, 
endurance and unselfish patriotism upon 
the part of all.” Little did the writer 
realize that this was a prophetic utterance 
and that corruption in high places would 
become so grave an issue in 1952. 

Now that the national conventions of 
the two major parties are history, there 
is work to do. Freedom of speech, free- 
dom of worship and the right to elect 
to office representatives who best repre- 
sent his interests are rights given to every 
SAmerican citizen. But he must exercise 
Ethose rights. This coming campaign may 
well be the most telling one in history, 

it may well be “our last chance for free- 
dom.” 

Perhaps the most effective way to help 
in an election is by doing a thorough- 
Going letter-writing job. Letters should 
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be sent to patients and friends on one’s 
own stationery. Literally hundreds of 
such letters must be written during the 
present campaign. Letters such as these 
have proven extremely efficacious in pre- 
vious campaigns. 

The apathy of the professional man 
and woman in this year, 1952, is appall- 
ing. It is a well established fact that 
less than 25 per cent of them will turn 
out to vote, fewer will take an active 
part in an election campaign, and fewer 
yet will contribute financially. Physicians 
and dentists who do not vote this year 
and who do not try to get all their friends 
and patients to vote are not only letting 
their professions down but are letting 
down all those men and women in pub- 
lic life who have championed their cause. 
They are hereby inviting the destruction 
of the very system they live by. 

The Interprofessional Committee of 
Cook County has selected its candidates. 
These candidates have been carefully 
screened and are, in the opinion of the 
Committee, the ones who will best uphold 
our interests and the whole American 
tradition. Their names will be published 
shortly. Watch for them.—jJames H.

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New Prize Essay Contest Announced 


Many Entries Expected 


nce again the Chicago Dental So- 
O ciety is offering a $500.00 award 
for the best essay submitted in its annual 
essay contest. This year marks the twelfth 
time for this competition which is usually 
run in conjunction with the Midwinter 
Meeting. The essays submitted must rep- 
resent the results of original investigation 
and be of such a nature as to be a valu- 
able addition to dentistry. Only once 
in the time this contest has been running 
has it been necessary for the judges not 
to select a winner, and since the manu- 
scripts in the past have been of such su- 
perior quality, it is only reasonable to 
assume that this time the entries will 
be of like character. 

As usual, the judges will be Allan G. 
Brodie, Dean of the College of Dentistry 
of the University of Illinois; Arthur G. 
Freeman, Dean of the College of Den- 
tistry of Northwestern University; Ray- 
mond A. Baralt, Jr., Dean of Chicago 
College of Dental Surgery, Loyola Uni- 
versity; and J. Roy Blayney, Director of 
the Zoller Clinic of the University of 
Chicago. 


HISTORY OF CONTEST 


The results of previous contests show 
a diversification of subjects and most of 
the winners have won fame in dentistry 
and dental literature for their contribu- 
tions. Drs. LeRoy Kurth and John R. 
Thompson won acclaim for their studies 
of the function and movements of the 
temporomandibular articulation. Then 
Drs. Harry H. Shapiro and Raymond 
C. Truex earned renown with their study 


of the auditory relationship, and were 
followed by Dr. Irving Glickman with 
his wonderful paper showing how bone 
changes are influenced by systemic con- 
ditions. As far as the laity is concerned, 
Dr. Robert G. Kesel’s results of the study 
of ammonia with interrelation to dental 
caries has proved phenomenal. The fluo- 
rine trend was more or less initiated with 
Dr. Ralph W. Phillip’s studies on the 
effect that the fluorides have on the 
hardness of enamel. Dr. M. S. Burstone 
paced the field with his timely paper on 
radioactive phosphorus. The winning 
essay last year was ‘Salivary and Pulpal 
Contributions to the Radiophosphorus 
Uptake in the Enamel and Dentin of 
Rhesus Monkeys,” by Drs. Reidar F. 
Sognnaes and James H. Shaw of Boston, 
Massachusetts.

The rules of this competition are com- 
paratively simple and the only stipulation 
is that the participant must be a member 
of the American Dental Association or 
affiliated with a recognized dental insti- 
tution. All contestants are assured of an 
equal opportunity to win and can be 
confident of a fair appraisal by the 
judges. The author of the prize-winning 
essay will be invited to present it at the 
1953 Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago 
Dental Society next February.

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ABSTRACTS 


BURNS OF THE MOUTH 


Burns of the mouth are identical to 
burns elsewhere in the body. Treatment 
varies. 

The etiology may be thermal, chemical 
radiation or electrical. 

Thermal may be from extremes of heat 
or cold. Cold, as a cold piece of metal 
causing surface destruction of the mucous 
membrane with stripping of tissue. 

Heat by either friction or heat in an 
object can cause trauma ranging from 
hyperemia to marked destruction. 

Radiation burns are treated best by 
watchful expectancy and _ supportive 
treatment. 

Electrical burns probably occur most 
frequently and usually in babies from 
chewing on electrical wiring. 

Factors in treatment of burns are: 

1. Control of pain; 

2. Prevention of shock; 

3. Reduction of infection to a mini- 
mum; 

4. Active treatment of denuded area 
to promote growth of granulation tissues; 

5. Plastic repair at proper time. 

Pain is continuous unless treated and 
can cause shock. The dosage is propor- 
tional to the extent of the burn from a 
nembutal suppository of 2 gr. in a baby 
to adequate morphine therapy in an 
adult. 

Shock should be treated, if indicated, 
by control of hemorrhage, restoration of 
fluid balance and placement in head low 
position. 

Antibiotics should be administered to 
control infection. 

Complete debridement of the burned 
area is advisable. Frequent irrigation 
with saline is indicated. Adhesive tape 
straps carefully placed are often sufficient 
especially in areas of destruction of the 
lower lip. Where skin muscle and mucous 
membrane have been destroyed it is well 
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to allow healing before a plastic repair 
is attempted. 

Massage of injured tissues effects a 
quicker, better recovery. 

Nutrition must be considered. A bland, 
liquid or some soft diet is indicated by 
mouth or by glass tube or straw. In severe 
cases a Levine tube is indicated.—“Burns 
of the Mouth,” by L. W. Schultz, U. §.

INTRAOCULAR GROWTH OF 
TRANSPLANTED TEETH GERMS 


Currently, investigators are studying 
the growth and development of teeth 
by making sections, periodically, of em- 
bryonic jaws; cultivating tooth germs in 
nitro; observing dietary changes in con- 
tinuously growing teeth in laboratory 
animals; and transplanting tooth germs 
to new sites in the same and different. 

Some embryonic and most malignant 
tissues will grow or transfer to the an- 
terior chamber of the eye. 

The transplantation of whole tooth 
germs or their elements to the anterior 
chamber of the eye from man to lower 
animals and between lower animals was 
successfully carried out. The exception 
to this was the homotransplant of the 
anlage of 14 or 15-day tooth germs in 
mice, but these survived in transplants 
to other sites and confirmed previous ex- 
periments. The morphology of the de- 
veloping tooth was lost when the amelo- 
blast did not survive. When odontoblasts 
and ameloblasts were separated from 
each other dentin usually formed and 
some enamel formed. Ameloblastic de- 
generation caused formation of epithelial 
cell clusters with pearl formation and 
some cystic formation. Transplants of

THE POSSIBLE ROLE OF CORTI- 
SONE IN DENTAL MEDICINE 


Incomplete studies indicate that Corti- 
sone therapy may be beneficial in many 
refractory conditions confronting the 
dentist and the oral surgeon. 

When applied locally in small doses 
no systemic effects have been observed. 

Cortisone given systemically may pro- 
duce undesirable but reversible effects 
including disturbance in the electrolyte 
balance: 


In carybohydrate metabolism with in. 
creased blood sugar levels; 

In protein metabolism ; 

In the immune mechanism in cases of 
bacterial infection as in tuberculosis; 

In mental attitude—in most a sense of 
well-being, in some a psychosis; 

And, in heavy doses, slight facial 
changes, hair growth and amenorrhea. 

Among conditions responding to Corti- 
sone are rheumatoid arthritis and its 
variants, allergic disorders and diseases 
having oral manifestations such as lupus 
erythematous disseminatus, acute lym. 
phatic leukemia, pemphigus, periarteritis 
nodosa, scleredema, and exfoliative der. 
matitis. 

In these conditions the systemic treat- 
ment should be administered by the 
physician with the dentist as consultant. 

In oral conditions, as in apthaluric 
conditions, Cortisone ointment 10 to 95 
mg. per gram of suitable dose has been 
very beneficial indicating a rapid absorp. 
tion of the hormone. It appears. that 
further investigation may prove fruitful.
